Fort Hays State has as its guests tonight 28 high scheoJ 
bands from western Kansas communities for the sixth annual 
Band Day. The special day, always held on the date of a home 
game for the Tiger grid squad, has become more popular each 
year, making it necessary to limit the number of bands attending. 
_ Today the 1600-plus young musicians strutted down the Hays 
h. g. Palmer Main street, furnishing the music for the big Oil Appreciation 
Day parade at 2:30 p.m. When they hit the end of the parade 
route, the bands proceeded to the Coliseum for the informal get-together always so 
popular each year. Music for the social dancing was furnished by the Fort Hays State 
All-Girl orchestra and the Russell high school dance band. * Refreshments were 
served through the courtesy of the Hays Chamber of Commerce and the three local 
bottling companies. 

As guests at the game tonight, the bands are seated in the west stadium along with 
the college student body and were responsible for the pre-game music. Instead of 
performing on the field at halftime as they have in the past, the guest bands will 
watch a show dedicated to them by the Fort Hays State March 100.

Tonight’s Game 



Tonight’s guests will be the Northwest Missouri Teachers Col- 
lege of Maryville, Missouri. The game will be the third for both 
teams this season and the fifth meeting between these two clubs. 
Maryville has played two games so far this season and has 
dropped both contests to very strong opponents. Last week Mary- 
ville lost 13 to 7 to William Jewell, who always has one of the best 
small college teams in the nation. 

Last year the Tigers went down to defeat to the Missourians 
on their own field 21 to 7. Coach Ralph “Red” Huffman and his 
squad hope to even things up this weekend. The Tigers beat 
Southwest Missouri Teachers last week 6 to 0 in a hard-fought 
contest. The victory was a great team effort as every boy played 
well, but the Tigers did suffer several severe injuries in last 
week’s tilt with the Missourians. Those injured were Bud Moec- 
kel, who received a hip injury, but is expected to play tonight; 
Dean Russell received a broken ankle and probably will be out the 
rest of the season, and Toby Johnson, who received a severely 
sprained ankle, and may not play in tonight’s game. 

Maryville is bringing a line which will average 192 pounds 
per man and a backfield which will average 171 pounds. The 
Missourians have several outstanding players in center Ernie 
Hutchings and guard Mark Burns. Bill Baldwin and Darrell 
Walker are both experienced and outstanding backs. The Tigers 
will field a line averaging 200 pounds and a backfield averaging 
180 pounds. 

Next week the Tigers will travel to Winfield, Kansas, to play 
Southwestern Moundbuilders in conference play. They return 
home the following week to play their Homecoming game with 
Pittsburg State Teachers.

Hays, is back for his ninth year as 
head football coach* Huffman ended 
a brilliant playing career at Fort Hays 
in 1936 by being named all-conference 
and all-state center* He also coached 
at Atwood High and Dodge City Ju- 
nior College. In 1946 he was line 
coach at Kansas University and came 
to Hays as head coach in 1946* 



Alex Francis, Back field Coach 
Another Fort Hays alum whose 
loyalty and enthusiasm for the team 
never wavers is the backfield coach. 
After football season his main inter- 
est is coaching the track team* In 
both 1946 and 1952 he guided the Ti- 
gers to CIC championships. They 
have never dropped lower than sec- 
ond place in the conference under 
Francis*

Assistant Coach and Scout 

Cade Suran assists the football 
team on the field and in the all-im- 
portant job of scouting. He eases 
himself out of the football picture in 
the middle of October to take over his 
major responsibility as head basket- 
ball coach* In the win and loss col- 
umn Cade's basketball records show 
115 wins against 62 losses bringing 
Hays their first conference champion- 
ship in 1949-50,

Halftine Show 

Polly Palmer, making her first public appearance as drum-major for the Fort Hays 
State band, tonight will direct the Marching 100 through a halftime show entitled 
“Love In Bloom” presented in honor of the 1650 musicians here for Band Day. 

The production, which will feature six mass formations by the band, tells the age- 
old story of boy meets girl” with all the consequences. This time the meeting takes 
place in the rain, and while the band forms into an umbrella formation it will render 
several appropriate tunes in addition to the theme, “April Showers.” 

And apparently cupid has braved the weather also, for the band next moves into a 
huge heart, pierced by his trusty arrow. “You Made Me Love you” and other selec- 
tions express the feelings of the couple involved. 

The third formation represents a one-cent piece as they dream of it raining “Pen- 
nies From Heaven.” But they do a little more than dream, and manage to borrow 
Dad s Oldsmobile on many an evening. In the next formation the Marching 100 de- 
picts the car, apparently of ancient vintage, to the strains of “In My Merry Oldsmo- 
bile.” 

And,, as in all real love stories, the young couple marries. To the tune of “Vaya 
Con Dios” the band forms the church where the knot was tied. But, according to the 
script, the parents discover the elopement only after it has been successfully carried 
out and their children have disappeared. 

They call in a famed Private Eye on the 
case, but the band’s rendition of “Bali Hai” 
and a palm tree on a South Sea isle forma- 
tion indicates that the couple will live hap- 
pily ever after. 

The eight-minute show is the result of 
months of planning and the efforts of a 
number of persons in the Fort Hays State 
band. _ The theme formation ideas, and mu- 
sical ideas, and musical suggestions were 
begun last February by Wilma Branden- 
burg, a graduate student, and H. G. Palmer, 
director of bands at the college. Music for 
the show was arranged in score-form last 
spring by Jim Maxwell, and the parts were 
copied this summer by Palmer and his staff. 

But before the number could be re- 
hearsed, formations w T ere worked out on 
the plotting table, photographed, changes 
made, and cue sheets mimeographed for 
each band member. The production was 
finished in August and ready for Band 
Day — nearly nine months later.

The 207-pound 
guard, who played tackle last year, 
should be one of the mainstays in 
the Tiger line. 


LEWIS MURRAY, a sophomore 
from Scott City, was a squadman 
last fall, but injuries kept him out 
of action a good share of the time. 
Weighing in at 179 pounds, he is a 
hard worker and has a lot of spirit 
on the field. 


JIM BAWDY, sophomore from 
Saiina, made all-league selections 
in high school A squadman last 
fall, his alert play plus determina- 
tion has caused the Tiger coaches 
to expect great things from him. 
He has gained pounds since last 
fall and now weighs ISO, which 
should make him stronger in the 
line. 



JACK WOLFE, another converted 
tackle, also returned to the cam- 
pus last year. He too spent two 
years in the service, and is now 
back as a senior. Jack lettered as 
a guard in 1950 so the spot isn't 
new to him. He played service 
football at Fort Leonard Wood 
two seasons. 



RONEY MILLER, a sophomore 
letter man, showed last season that 
he is to be reckoned with in the Ti- 
ger line, A fullback at Hope, he 
moved to tackle by Huffman, 
and is back in that position this 
year. 



PAUL STEPHENSON, a senior 
frori Burr ton, is back after his 
third letter at center. Only 20 
years of age, he played freshman 
ball for Coach Huffman at the 
tender age of 10, He is not too 
large, but has plenty of spirit to 
make up for it. The 5-11 lad 
weighs 179 this fall.
